Let it ſuffice to ſay, 
His Satires are fo full of Moral Inſtruction, that (with the 10th 
of Juvenal) they have had the Honour of being recommended by 
a Biſhop * to the ſerious Peruſal of the Clergy. The Ob ſcu- 
rity of them is their only Fault; and that ought not to be ſo much 
imputed to him, as to the Times in which he wrote. It is hoped 
this Imitation may tend in ſome meaſare to remove it in the firſt 
Satire; and if this Eſſay meets with a candid Reception from the 
Public, it will encourage the Author to proceed in naturalizing 
the reſt.
